‘ WE NOMINATE 


Ernest Taylor Stewart, Jr., one of Princeton’s 
most civic-minded and energetic residents and re- 
cently retired editor of the “Princeton Alumni 
Weekly”, who this week concluded five years of 
distinguished service to Town and Gown with his 
appointment as the first Executive Secretary of 
the Washington-headquartered American Alumni 
Council. Stéwart’s new post, brought into being 
within the past six months, means that his rare 
abilities as an administrator and editor—heretofore 
confined to Princeton University’s alumni body— 
will now benefit the 500 institutions comprising the 
membership of a nationwide organization. 

This 33-year old native of Indiana, Pa., has done 
as much as any single Princetonian in the post- 
war period to focus attention on such vital public 
issues as the consolidation of Borough and Town- 
ship and the still-discussed possibilities of elim- 
inating “wasteful duplication of effort” by merging 
the Borough and Township School Districts. 
Stewart, a former chairman of the local chapter of 
the American Veterans’ Committee, has worked 
long and hard for both the Community Chest and 
Red Cross and has invariably been ready to wage 
“the good fight” for the things he believes will 
benefit the community as a whole. 

Maintaining that he was “vaccinated with print- 
er’s ink”, Stewart, a cousin of motion picture actor 
James Stewart, has been associated with publica- 


tions ever since he was old enough to visualize 
headlines and lead paragraphs. He started out as 
editor-in-chief of his secondary school newspaper, 
later helped make ends meet as a Princeton under- 
graduate by writing for “The New York Times.” 
Before the war he held forth with a Pennsylvania 
daily and between 1946 and his resignation as of 
July Ist raised to new heights the editorial stand- 
ards of the “Alumni Weekly,” one of the outstand- 
ing publications of its kind in the country. 

Stewart, now president of the Princeton Class of 
1941 and a member of the University’s Graduate 
Council, enlisted in the Navy early in 1942 and four 
years to a day later returned to civilian ways as a 
senior-grade lieutenant. His wartime tour of duty, 
including a stint in public relations and extended 
sweeps through the far reaches of the Pacific 
aboard the U.S.S. Yorktown, World War II’s orig- 
inal “Fighting Lady,” was culminated by his mar- 
riage to Lois Dale, a Wave Lieutenant and a fel- 
low specialist in air combat intelligence. 

For his notable contributions in the field of 
“alumni relations”, one of higher education’s life- 
lines in the chaotic world of today; for his deep in- 
terest in the welfare of his adopted community; 
for gaining and holding the respect and friendship 
of even those who vehemently disagreed with his 
views on local affairs; he is TOWN TOPICS’ nom-

An unfailing realization of the 
vital need for training the leaders 
of tomorrow to preserve the gains 
their forefathers have made in the 
ceaseless war of ideas between the 
democracies and the totalitarian 
states.

Blanshard and Einstein. When 
Paul Blanshard, author of the con- 
troversial book “American Freedom 
and Catholic Power,’ urged ‘“genu- 
ine impartiality at Washington in 
dealing with religious denomina- 
tions,” he got support from an un- 
expected source. Mr. Blansshard's 
address, made at the Institute for 
Theology which has just ended its 
annual ten-day session here, was 
backed in full by Dr. Albert Ein- 
stein. 

Declaring that ‘President Tru- 
man has no right to send a special 
representative to the headquarters 
of one religion only,” Mr. Blan- 
shard charged that “our present 
tendency is to indulge in irrespon- 
sible backstairs diplomacy with the 
Vatican whenever a president needs 
the Catholic vote.” He also attack- 
ed “the Catholic boycott of Ameri- 
ean publie schools’ which “denies 
to Catholic parents the freedom to 
send their children to public 
schools without penalties.” 

Mr. Blanshard praised the Na- 
tional Kdueation Association for its 
part in “overwhelming endorse- 
ment of the principle of public 
funds for public schools only.” He 
asserted that the “Catholie hier- 
archy has blocked federal aid for 
public education for the past four 
years in order to force appropria- 
tions for its own schools,” but 
added that. he foresaw ultimate de- 
feat for such a campaign. 

When he had finished, Dr. Ein- 
stein rose to his feet to comment, 
“I wish to express my gratitude to 
a man who js fighting the abuses 
of a powerful organization. We are 


grateful to him for his efforts.” 
Spontaneous participation in a 
highly controversial matter is a 


rare act on the part of the usually 
retiring Mercer Street mathemati- 
cian. 

Flying Mayor. Mayor P. MacKay 
Sturges, vacationine at his summer 
home on Shelter Island, N. Y., and 
various yachting 
races, has found a consistent time- 
saver when he commutes to his 
duties in Borough Hall.
